AVING .teceived many Letters filled 
with Compliments and Acknowledg- 
ments. for my late ufeful Difcovery of 
the Political Barometer, I fhall heré

giving, as manifelt Prognoftications of the Changes 


and Revolutions in Church, as the former does of

“The Church Thermometer which I am: now to 
gat of, is fuppofed to have been invented in the 
Reign of Henry the Eighth, about te Time when 
ttt religjous Prince put fome to Death for owning, 
the Pope's Supremacy, and others for denying Tran- 
ntion. I donot find, however, any great Ufe 
made of this Inftruinentg till it fell into the Hands 
of a fearned and vigilant Prieft, or Minifter, (for he 
fiequently wrote himfelf both, one and the othery 
who was fome Time Vicar of Bray. This Gentle- 


man lived in his Vicaridge to a. good old Age;- 


and after having feen feveral Succeflions of his 
cay Gicrey either burnt or banifh’d, de- 
parted this Life with the Satisfaction of having ne- 
ver deferted his Flock, and, died Vicar of Bray. 
As this Glafs was firft"defigned to calculate the dif- 
ferent Degrees of Heat in Religion, as it raged in 
Popery, or as it cooled and-grew temperate in the 


Reforination, it was marked at feveral Diftances, 


afer the Manner our ordinary Thermometer 1s 
to this Day, viz. extream Hot, fultry Hot, very 
Hot, Hot, Warm, Temperate , Cold , jujt Freezing, 
Frof, bard Froft, great Froft, \extream Cold. 

It is well known, that Toricellins, the Inventor 
of the commonWeather-Glafs, made the Experiment 
in'a long Tube which held Thirty two Foot of Wa- 
ters and that a more modern Virtuofo finding fuch 
aMachine altogether unwieldy .and. ufele!s, and 
wnfidering, that Thirty two Inches of Quickfilver 
Wigh'd as much as fo many Foot of Water ina

be Inftrument which is now im Ufe.. After 
is Manner, that I might adapt the Thermome- 
trlam now (peaking of to the prefént Conftitu- 
tion of our Church, as divided into High and Low, 
Have made. fome neceflary Variations both in the 
Tube and the Fluid it contains. In the firlt Place, 
lotdered a Tube to be caft ina Planetary Hour, 
ind took Care to feal it Hermetically, when the 
Sw was in Conjunction with Saturna, then cook

a Compound of two very different Liquors ; nin 
of them a Spirit drawn out of a ftrong, heady 
Wine ; ‘the other a particular Sort of Rock Water 

colder than Ice, and clearer than Chryftal, The 
Spirit is of a red fiery Colour, and {0 very apt-to 
ferment, that  elele it be mingled with a Propoy- 
tion of the Water, or pent up very. clole, it will 
burit the Vefiet that holds it, and fly up in Fume 
and Smoak, The Water on the contrary is of fuch 
a fubtle. piercing Cold, that unlefs it be mingled 
with a Proportion of the Spirits, it will fink thro’ 
almoft every Thing it is put into, and: feems to be 
of the fame. Nature as. the Water mentioned. by 
Quintus Cartius ; which, fays the Hiltorian, could 
be contained in nothing but in the Hoof, or (as 
the Oxford Manufcript. has ,it) in the Skull of an 
Afs.. The Thermometer is marked according to the’

__ The Reader will obferve, that the Church is placed 
in the middle Point of the Glafs, between Zeal 
and Moderation, the Situation in. which fhe always 
flourithes, and in. which every good Eng;ifhman 
withes her, who is.a-Friend to the Conititution of 
his Country: However, when it mounts to Zeal. 
it isnot amifs.; and .when it finks to Afederation, 
is ftill ina moft admirable Temper. The worit oF 
it is, that when once it begins to rife, it has {ti 
an Inclination to aicend.; infomuch that it is apt 
to climb from Zeal to Wrath, and from Wr

It is a common Obfervation, that the ordinary 
Thermometer will be affected by the Breathing of 
People who are in the Room where it ftands ; and 
indced it ig aloft incredible to conceive how the 
Giais Lam now deteribing will fall by the Breath 
of a Mukitude cryitig, Pupery; or on the contrary, 
how it willie when the tame Multitude (as it 
fowetinusLappens) cry outin the fame Bteath, The 
Charch is ia auger. 

As toch as 1 hed! tinithed this my Glafs, and ad- 
julted ic to theabeve- mentioned Scale of Religion, 
that f might make prover Experiments withat, I 
carried it under wy Cloak to fevera! Coffee-houfes 
and orlier Places of Retort about this great City, 
At St. Famess Coftte-houte the Liquor ftood at 
Moderacion ; but at VVill’s, to my extream Surprize, it 
fublided to the very ioweft Mark on the Glafs. At 
the Grecian, it mounted but jult one Point higher ; 
at the Rainbow, it Rill aicended two Degrees ; Child's 
fetched it up to Zeal ; and other adjacent Coftce- 
houtes to |rarh, 

_ It fell into the lower Half of the Glafs as1 went 
further into the City, all at length it fettled at 
Moderation, where it continued all the Time I ftay'd 
about the Exchauge, as alio whillt I pafled by the 
Bank: And here t cannot but take Notice, That 
through the whole Courfe of my Remarks; I never 
tg my Glas to rife at the fame Time that the 
tocks did.
